General Pershing Honored 

The high honor of election to the 
French Academy of Moral and Political 
Sciences has been accorded to General 


of the United States.

At the request of the AkMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL, the following article revealing 
the honor and significance of this elec- 
tion was prepared by Dr. James Brown 
Scott, formerly major, USA, trustee and 
treasurer, Carnegie Endowment for In 
ternational Peace, and authority on in 
ternational law: 

“General Pershing has been recently 

indeed within the present month—ap- 
propriately recognized by the Académie 
des Sciences Morales et Politiques, one 
of the five branches of the /nstitut de 
France, of which the others are: Acadé- 
mig Francaise, Académie des _ Inscrip- 
tions et Belles-Lettres, Académie des 
Sciences, Académie des Beaux-Arts. 

“The French Academy, devoted to 
literature, is the oldest of the branches 
around which as a center the other 
branches are clustered.. There are 40 
members of the French Academy, com- 
posed largely of litt¢rateurs, with, how- 
ever, a few distinguished persons who 
cannot be claimed for literature but who 
are persons of great eminence whose out- 
standing services are considered as 
justifying their selection. All members 
of the French Academy are citizens of 
France. An exception is made in the 
other Academies in that a few very dis-

The Hagood Controversy 

| Action of the War Department in re- 
lieving Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, USA, 
of his command of the Eighth Corps 
Area and sending him home “to await 
orders” was taken promptly to heart by 
members of Congress and turned into a 


political football which was bandied 
about in both the House and Senate. 
In compliance with orders General 


Hagood notified the department that he 
has relinquished command of the corps 
area to Maj. Gen. Henry W. Butner, 
commandant of Ft. Sill. General Hagood 
requested and was granted permission 
to remain at San Antonio one month to 
arrange his personal affairs before going 
to his home at Columbia, 8. C. 

The relief of General Hagood was car- 
ried as paragraph 40, the final para- 
graph, in Special Orders 44, dated Feb. 
21, as follows: 

“By direction of the President, Maj. 
Gen. Johnson Hagood, USA, is relieved 
from assignment to the command of the 
Eighth Corps Area and further duty at 
Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. Major General 
Hagood will proceed to his home and 
await orders. The travel is necessary 
in the military service.” 

The furore that arose was equal in 
intensity to that of practically any Army 
ease in recent years and was born of 
the political situation and the opportun- 
ity it afforded to bring to the fore the 
criticism directed by General Hagood 
against New Deal relief agencies. Unfor- 
tunately there was far too little discus-

In an ALNAV from the Secretary of 
the Navy to all ships and stations, offi- 
cers desiring to present their views were 
told to submit them direct to the Gen- 
eral Board “at the earliest practicable 
date.” Hearings, it was said, will be 
conducted in the Navy Department for 
officers in Washington or the vicinity. 


Meanwhile, the House Naval Affairs 
laid plans for its investigation of the 
operation of the Marine Corps selection 
act, which will begin probably next 
week. It is the next order of business 
for the committee after the auxillary 
ship bill is finished. The committee has 
ealled upon Marine Corps Headquarters 
for considerable data in connection with 
the hearings, which will be based on 
Representative Vinson’s bill to require 
officers to spend four years in grade 
before becoming eligible for selection 
and prohibiting any officer from spend- 
ing more than four years out of any 
eight on duty at Marine Corps Head- 
quarters, 

A report has been asked from Head- 
quarters as to each of 240 fleld officers 
considered by the senior selection 
hoards whether selected or passed over. 
The committee wants to have their duty 
assignments from the World War to 
the present, with the dates thereof, and 
any and all adverse fitness reports or 
courts martial of all of the officers. 
Also asked is a list of the officers show- 
ing their service during the World War. 
The task is a monumental one, Head- 
quarters declares, and has informed the 
committee that it will take their staff 
six weeks or two months to go through 
all of the records of the 240 officers. 
They are starting to work on the re- 
search, however, it was said. 


A lengthy and explosive session is 
looked for by members of the House 
Naval Committee when the hearings 


get under way. Some of them do not be- 
lieve that any legislation will come out 
at this session but foresee an extension 
of the investigation to include the whole 
naval promotion system at the next 
Congress. 

“Circumstances indicate that Congress 
will have to open up the whole ques- 
tion of selection in the Navy and Marine 
Corps to a general review,” declared 
Representative Melvin Maas, this week 
“I hope that the Navy General Board 
study will point the way to a satisfac 
tory solution of the problem, Otherwis: 
Congress will have to step in.”

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Relief of Major General Hagood Topic of Wide Editorial Comment 


Made a topic of national comment because of the readiness with which poli- 
ticians grasped it, the relief of Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood from his command of 
the Eighth Corps Area has been the subject of editorials in the nation’s press this 
week. Almost unanimously the newspapers regarded the move as political and 
failed to make any mention of military disciplinary policies. Some made reference 
to a “lack of tact” and to “undiplomatic outbursts” at the same time not favoring 
the Department's action in the case, 


“Everyone who reads the testimony of General Hagood will recognize the 
extent of his indiscretion,” states.the Washington Post, (Ind. Rep.). “Even though 
he had permission from the Chief of Staff freely to express his opinions on the 
subject of Army housing, he clearly went out of his way to poke jibes at the CCC 
and the WPA. A large part of his blunt criticism seems to have been entirely 
justified, but it is not the function of Army officers to indulge in sarcasm about 
governmental policies, 

“In seeking the genesis of this controversy, however, it is essential to go beyond 
the general’s indiscretion and the Administration’s suggestive sensitiveness to biting 
criticism. The controversy is really an outgrowth of the indefensible practice of 
permitting an executive agency to hand out funds to the Army and Navy in addi- 
tion ta their regular appropriations. Under this arrangement General Hagood con 
tends that he has ‘poured a lot of money down rat holes’ while he has been unable 
to obtain funds to provide decent housing for his men. 

“The evils of this practice will not be eliminated by imposing excessively 
drastic punishment upon the officer who exposed it, even though he showed some 
lack of tact in doing so. Until Congress abolishes the wasteful and demoralizing 
policy of sprinkling work-relief funds through the varigus departments, without 
the slightest relation to budget appropriations, there will be good reason to applaud 
blunt, though undiplomatic outbursts of indignation from  practical-minded 
administrators.” 


“Relieving of Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood of Command of the Eighth Army 
Corps following his recent criticism before the House Appropriations Committee 
of the Administration's WPA spending policy raises another of those lese-majesty 
questions that have never been popular in this country,” says the Pittsburgh 
Post-Gazette (Ind.). 

“The remurks involved were made in a hearing on the Army supply bill. The 
General was quoted as having urged Congress to take advantage of what he de- 
scribed as ‘a lot of easy money floating around,’ including ‘stage money from the 
WPA’ to improve living conditions at army posts. Specifically he told the committee : 

“‘It is harder for me to get five cents to buy a lead pencil than to get a thou- 
sand dollars to teach hobbies to the CCC boys.’ 

“The immediate outburst from some of the Democratic Congressinen was sig- 
nificant. The statements of the army oflicer were branded as bordering on ‘contempt 
of the administration.’ That is about as close to a charge of lese-majesty as has 
ever been heard in this country. 

“The Secretary of War and superior army officers take full responsibility for 
the order removing General Hagood from command, pointing out that ‘by direction 
of the President,” with which the order began, was a mere formality. It seems, 
however, that if the President did not approve he would not have permitted the 
issuance of the order. 

“The attitude of the public in such matters depends chiefly upon what the 
army crities say. In the case of the late General ‘Billy’ Mitchell, who was disci- 
plined for criticism of the army policy, the popular opinion was that what he said 
was important and that it would be against the public interest to muzzle or seek 
to intimidate the military critics. 

“If ever anything needed to be criticized frankly and vigorously, it is the waste 
fulness connected with WPA spending, and army officers, as others, should have 
the right to express their opinion on it.” 


“The volumes which this speaks for the state of nerves and nitwittedness to 
which the Washington plutocrats have been reduced need no comment,” states the 
New York Herald-Tribune (Ind. Rep.). “A habit of voicing pithily original criticism 
of orthodox military criticism has made the general less popular with the War 
Department brass hats; but he has never, like some other high oflicers, beat the big

drums of personal publicity, and any administration with a grain of self-assurayg 
would have allowed his remarks on current budgeting to be quietly forgo:ten, h 
deed, they made no particular stir when they were published—doubtless becaus 
so many others have been saying the same thing. But an administration so much on 
edge that it has to lash out in this way at the first critic who happens to he with) 
the power deserves the inevitable result—which is to have the general's innocey: 
remarks blazoned up and down the country, with the added comment: ‘The: couldn 
take it.’ For his own sake, quite as much as for that of the Army, with which he 
has been playing politics, the President will have to reinstate General Hazood ani 
do it quickly.” "Ea 


“That General Hagood should have been disciplined in 
indiscretions apparently open to little doubt,” says the Boston 
(Ind. Rep.). “Yet why was it necessary for the Secretary of War, as the Pres 
dent’s agent to take such bitterly stern measures? To remove an officer from his 
command is only one step less than actual court-martial and in this case it certain} 
blasts an otherwise admirable Army career.”

But he merely expressed an opinion before a committe 
of Congress which had pressed him to do so, emphasizing the desirability of coy 
plete frankness. 

“He finds himself without command, ‘awaiting orders.’ Aside from the justice 
or injustice of the War Department's action, from the mititary standpoint, th 
cashiering of General Hagood appears to be one of those blunders so colossal » 
to constitute a crime.” 

“The army properly maintains strict discipline and necessarily denies to its of 
cers complete freedom of speech, particularly in such matters as criticism of the 
superiors or of civilian departments of the Government,” comments the New Yo 
Times (Ind.). “There are on record a number of comparatively recent cases | 
which soldiers of high rank have been disciplined for the expression of such ctit 
cism. The rule is eminently proper. If there were no such rules the army woul 
cease to be an army and become a rabble. But it is highly important that ea 
case be judged on its own merits, and on the basis of available information t) 
judgment reached in the case of Major General Hagood seems to us to be mis 
taken. * * * 

“Our own conclusion from the facts as stated is that this decision is unju 
and unwise, It is unjust because of the circumstances of General Hagood's appea 
ance before the subcommittee. It is unwise because, even if these circumstance 
were not present, an exception to the rules of army discipline could safely haw 
been made in this case, or a less severe rebuke administered, in order not to « 
courage the belief that the Roosevelt Administration is intolerant of criticism.” 





“General Hagood,” says the Evening Star (Ind.), Washington, I). (., “is 4 
officer of the Army of which the President is commander in chief. It is not for 
soldier ‘to reason why.’ It was on the cards that his outspoken comments on the 
administration policies of spending money would be resented. It may be that bh 
will suffer further for them. 

“The Senate committee which has been allotted $20,000 to investigate Goyer 
ment spending has a considerable job on its hands. Probably the author of th 
resolution has ideas that conform somewhat to those of General Hagood.”

General Pershing Honored 
(Continued from First Page) 
tinguished and outstanding foreigners 

may be elected. 

“To speak only of the Académie des 
Sciences Morales et Politiques, there are 
three classes of members: first, mem- 
bers; second, corresponding members ; 
and third, honorary members, selected 
from other countries after much thought 
and with great care, and foreign mem- 
bership in the Academy is regarded as 
the greatest honor which that body could 
bestow upon a foreigner. 

“Now the Académie des Sciences Mo- 
rales et Politiques is divided into five 
sections and of each section there may 
not be more than eight members: Sec 
tion 1, Philosophy; Section 2, Moral 
Sciences; Section 3, Legislation, Public 
law and Jurisprudence; Section 4, 
Political Economy, Statistics and Fi- 
nance; Section 5, History and Geogra- 
phy. In addition there are ten membres 
libres, so-called because they do not fall 
within the five sections. There are also 
twelve foreign associates. General Persh- 
ing is elected Foreign Associate to fill 
the vacancy caused by the death of Mr.

“From time to time there have been 
elected to the oldest branch of the Jn 
stitut de France, the French Academy 
(established by Cardinal Richlieu” in 
1634), leaders of the military profession, 
Among recent members have been Mar 
shal Joffre, succeeded in 1981 by Gen 
eral Weygand; and Marshall Foch, suc 
ceeded in 1929 by Marshall Pétain, who 
had previously been and still is a mem 
bre libre of the Académie des Sciences 
Morales et Politiques, where he is now 
joined by his former comrade in arms, 
General Pershing. 

Nevertheless it is but rarely that even 
the most illustrious French military offi 
cers are elected either to the Académie 
Francaise or to any one of the other 
Academies. In the present case, General 
Pershing’s election to the Académie des 
Sciences Morales et Politiques is 
especially agreeable to the American 
people, inasmuch as he is not only the 
first American officer but the first mili 
tary officer of any foreign country to be 
so honored. 

“There was not a little controversy 
and perhaps bad feeling during the World 
War over General Pershing’s attitude 
after the American Army had taken the 


field in France. He was of the opinion

United States. 

“It is impossible to close this inade- 
quate appreciation of the most recent 
honor conferred upon General Pershing 
without a reference to the statement 
with which he is credited upon his ar- 
rival in France and his visit to Lafay- 
ette’s tomb on the 4th day of July, 1917: 
‘Lafayette, nous voici!’ General Persh 
ing modestly disclaims authorship of 
this famous and historic phrase, show- 
ing that his modesty is only exceeded 
by his generalship.”

Air Corps Reserve Hearing 

Hearings on bill HR 4348 “to promote 
the national air defense; to establish 
and reorganize within the Army of the 
United States an Air Reserve; to provide 
for the supply, equipment, and training 
of an Air Reserve; and for other pur- 
poses,” began Thursday in the House 
Military Affairs Committee. 

Lt. Col. John B. Brooks, (AC), GSC, 
speaking on behalf of the War Depart 
ment, said its chief objection to the bill 
was to Section 3 which says, “The Air 
Reserve shall be administered as a sepa- 
rate department of the Air Corps. The 
President shall appoint for the purpose 
of administering all Air Reserve activi- 
ties an Air Reserve officer, who shall be 
known the ‘Chief of Air Reserve’, 
who shall serve under the Chief of Air 
Corps.” Thus a new oflfice would be 
created, which Colonel Brooks held 
would complicate matters, 

Colonel Brooks further stated that he 
realized the type of planes used by the 
\ir Corps Reserve was “unsatisfactory.” 
At present there are only 48 planes in 
vse by the Air Corps Reserve, Colonel 
Rrooks pointed out, seven of them being 
of the “46 type” and 41 of the “BT9 
type” “all purpose planes”, These 
latter planes have proven to be of the 
greatest) value, according to Colonel 
Brooks. He also expressed the hope that 
the Air Corps Reserve would have 200 
planes available in’ 1989 

“There has been a steady improve 
ment in the morale and efficiency of the 
Air Corps Reserve,” Colonel Brooks said,

Navy Aviation Cadet’s Uniform 

sjureau of Navigation Circular Letter 
No. 6-36, now being distributed by the 
Sureau of Navigation, deals with 
changes in uniform regulations. The 
following paragraph 6 (d) is to be in 
serted: “Aviation cadets, after gradua 
tion from Pensacola, shall wear the 
same uniform prescribed for other 
Naval Reserve officers, with the excep 
tions that the gold lace stripes on the 
sleeves and on the shoulder-marks shall 
he only one-quarter inch in width and 
the chin strap on the cap shall also be 
only one-quarter inch in width. Avia- 
tion cadets shall not wear epaulets, The 
aviation device shall be of the gold em- 
broidered type sewed on the left breast 
on blue uniforms and of the pin type on 
washable uniforms. The metal pin de 
vice to be worn on the shirt collar (see 
paragraph 207) shall be a silver foul 
anchor five-eighths inch in length with 
a proportionate width.

Brig. Gen. George H. Estes, USA, 
spenking at Ft. Benning recently made 
the following comment on the subject of 
reorganization of the Infantry: 

“Right now the trend in the Army is 

toward mechanization and motoriza- 
tion, and the movement is rapid, with 
all the startling possibilities that they 
carry with them. 
' “Tt necessitates different formations 
for fighting; new and different ideas as 
to combat and control of combat; new 
and different uses of existing personnel, 
arms and equipment. 

“It is not difficult to visualize future 
warfare. Fast transportation means 
greater frontages for strategic deploy- 
ments; increased fire power means 
fewer men per year, wider dispersion in 
tactical formations, 

“Faster vehicles bring improvement 
in aid from the supporting arms, in 
supply of food and ammunition. Prog- 
ress In methods and means of communi- 
eation permit accelerated command over 
wider fronts. 

“Those who are charged with the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining an efficient 
army for this country are exerting every 
effort to have it keep pace with modern 
science, 

“About the first official action of the 
present Chief of Staff, General Malin 
Craig, was to put in motion plans for 
the reorganization of the Division and 
higher units. 

“In his directive on the subject he 
stated: ‘To utilize mechanical power to 
the greatest possible extent and to 
economize in man-power must be the 
objective” * * * ‘Difficulty In movement 
mounts rapidly with the size of the com- 
mand and the effort must be to reduce 
every echelon to the smallest possible 
size consistent with requisite power in 





shock and fire action.’ 

“In conformity with instructions re- 
ceived, The Infantry School has sub- 
mitted its views and recommendations 
on the reorganization of the Division 
and higher units. In general, our effort 
has been directed to formulating a type 
of organization not only capable of 
meeting the various demands in widely 
different theaters of war, but suitable 
for passing from peace to war with the 
least embarrassment and having always 
in mind the demand for greatly in- 
creased mobility and inereased _ fire 
power per capita, 

“Needless to say the tanks assume a 
prominent and vital role under our pro- 
posed plan. 

“Unquestionably great changes are in 
prospect in the organization and in the 
handling of our fighting units. Pach 
officer must therefore take advantage of 
every opportunity to fit himself to as- 
sume his proper place in this modern 
Army.”

THE ARMY AND THE NAVY ARE not in politics and never have been. They 
are not concerned whether a democrat or a republican be in the White House, or 
which Party controls the Senate and House of Representatives. They are the ser- 
vants of lawful authority, dependent upon Congress for their support and abso- 
lutely obedient to the orders of their Commander-in-Chief, the President of the 
United States. These facts, of which the country at large is aware, were brushed 
aside in the debates which occurred in the Senate and House this week in con- 
nection with the Hagood case. Senator Hastings, republican of Delaware, con- 
veniently forgot them when, as an ostensible defender of Major General Hagood, he 
charged for political purposes that a reign of “terrorism” existed in government, 
and particularly in the Army, and Senator Robinson also did so when, defending 
the Administration, he named Major General Bolles as active in politics. Neither of 
these politicians was right. General Hagood was relieved from his command and 
ordered home solely at the instance of the military authority because that authority 
regarded his remarks as political in character and beyond what good discipline 
requires, especially when displayed by an officer holding the highest rank in the 
Service and presumed to set an example for his subordinates. General Bolles is not, 
and never has been in politics. He has voted once in his life, and that for a candi- 
date for Mayor. This unfortunately is true of practically all officers and men; we 
insist, because they wear the uniform, they do not thereby forfeit their rights as 
citizens. However this may be, we cannot stress too emphatically that more 
than any other people the officers of the Army and the Navy realize that they owe 
a peculiar fealty to the Nation which has trained them, given them a career and 
a chance that they may spring into one of those few places to be oceupied by the 
men who win deathless fame in the way in which they serve the Nation in the 
hour of the Nation’s need. A quotation from President Theodore Roosevelt is perti- 
nent in this connection: “On the one hand we have the right to expect a peculiar 
measure of self-sacrificing devotion from the Army and the Navy. On the other 
hand, we have the right to expect from the representatives of the people a peculiar 
care for their interests.” We commend this historic judgment to those Senators and 
Representatives who are seeking to make political capital of the opinions expressed 
in a manner by General Hagood which were outside the province of an officer of the 
Army. If they will read the record they will find that other General Officers ap- 
peared before the War Department subcommittee of the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee—Generals Craig, Malone, Drum and Brown—and none of them, critical as 
they were of conditions in the Army, used language which possibly could be inter- 
preted as political. This is as it should be. The right of an officer to testify freely on 
matters which are distinctly service cannot be questioned and is not now in ques- 
tion—that we will defend with all the ability and power we possess. The single 
justification for General Hagood’s remarks is that they have called the attention of 
the country to the, in many cases, squalid quarters in which officers and men and 
their families are forced to live by the “greatest and wealthiest nation on earth.” 
Let us hope that Congress will immediately take steps to remedy this deplorable 
condition, but let us also remember that the initiation of and responsibility for 
General Hagood’s relief came not from the President but from the Chief of Staff 
and the Secretary of War, as it properly should have done. 


IT IS GRATIFYING to note the thoroughness with which the General Board is 
probing the matter of the operation of the naval selection system. The ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL was satisfied that it would do so, especially in view of the dis- 
tinguished officers who make up its membership. Simultaneously with this purely 
naval study, the House Naval Committee is practically ready to inaugurate its own 
inquiry. The Board’s Alnav calling for the views of officers stresses that what 
is sought is “possible improvement in the method of selecting officers for pro- 
motion to meet the general and special needs of the Service.” This indicates that 
the Board has no intention of recommending an abandonment of the selection 
system. It does recognize, however, that the system may be improved, and that 
is the indication of the Army AND Navy Journat poll. It is further of note that 
the Board not only desires written opinions from remote stations, but will examine 
nearby officers orally, and it believes from the latter it can get points which 
might not appear in the communications, or might receive greater emphasis. The 
House Naval Committee has called for the records of the field officers of the Ma- 
rine Corps who have been considered by selection boards and will conclude from 
them the effect of the system. That being done it will be able to formulate cor- 
rectives. The ArMy AND Navy Journat is, of course, cooperating in this vital 
matter, and the letters it has been publishing the originals of which have been 
destroyed are regarded as especially valuable,

USNA Increase Authorized 
Legislation authorizing the Secretary 
of the Navy to make 20 appointments 
annually to the Naval Academy from 
among members of the Naval ROTC and 
from honor graduates of “honor schools” 
became law Feb. 27.

designated by the War Department. The 












20 midshipmen would be in addition to 
those appointed from other sources. 

Under the terms of the measure, the 
text of which follows, the appointments 
may be apportioned in any way by the 
Secretary among the six Naval ROTO 
schools and the twenty-odd “honor 
schools” : 

Be it enacted, ete., That the Secretary of 
the Navy is authorized to appoint not more 
than 20 midshipmen annually to the Naval 
Academy from among the honor graduates 
of educational institutions which are desig- 
nated as “honor schools” by the War De- 
partment and the members of the Naval 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps: Provided, 
That such appointments shall be made un- 
der such rules and regulations as the Sec- 
retary of the Navy may prescribe,

Students of joint operations will be 
greatly interested in “The Army and 
Navy during the Conquest of the Baltic 
Islands, October 1917” by Lieutenant 
General von Tschischwitz, retired, of the 
German Army. An excellent English 
translation of this book by Col. Henry 
llossfeld, Inf., USA, has been recently 
published by the Command and General 
Staff School Press, Ft. Leavenworth, 
Kansas, 

The volume gives an excellent account 
of the successful attack by the Germans 
on the well-defended Baltic Islands in 
the Gulf of Riga, from October 12 to 17, 
1917. The expedition was under the 
command of Lieutenant General von 
Ilutier and involved the use of both 
army and navy personnel. Considering 
the number of men engaged this expedi- 
tion ranks as a minor operation, but be- 
cause of the thorough preparation for 





the attack, the skill with which it was 
conducted and the complete success re- 
sulting it may well be considered as a 
model for the conduct of modern joint 
operations. 

Though Russia had been greatly 
weakened by internal dissension and 
the Kerensky regime was already tot- 
tering the Russians garrisoning the Bal- 
tic Islands put up a stout defense. The 
islands were elso defended by mine 
fields and by British submarines. The 
expeditionary force consisted of 25,000 
men who embarked at Libau and were 
convoyed throagh mine fields by a 
small German naval force. They had 
utilized adverse weather conditions in 
preparations, including frequent re- 
hearsing in embarking and debarking. 
While there were unexpected delays and 
the inevitable last minute changes in 
tactical dispositions due to unforeseen 
developments the success of the opera- 
tion was due in the main to preparation. 
In four days the Germans completed the 
conquest, capturing 20,000 prisoners and 
a large amount of military supplies. 

While the capture of the Baltic 
Islands had no appreciable effect on the 
outcome of the War it did result in defi- 
nite advantages to Germany. It placed 
the Kaiser’s troops in a_ position to 
threaten the Gulf of Finland and Petro- 
grad. It secured communication with 
the Seandinavian Peninsula, insuring a 
regular supply of Swedish iron ore and 
it may have hastened the overthrow of 
Kerensky. The occupation of the Baltic 
Islands certainly greatly eased the situa- 
tion in the east for the Germans, 

The interest of the military reader in 
this operation will not be in its historic 
significance, which was slight, but 
rather in the tactical details of a diffi- 
cult’ operation, admirably executed at 
an unfavorable season of the year and 
under many other adverse and difficult 
conditions. The book by an authorita- 
tive German writer is ably written and 
the story is told in a manner to hold 
the interest of military and lay reader. 
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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


The Japanese Situation—Consequences of genuine import to the world are apt to 
flow from the assassination of Japanese statesmen by younger officers of the Army. 
For the moment the Pmperor, guided by the elder statesmen, is supporting the 
regular civilian control of the government, but that he dare not go too far against 
the troops involved in the crime is indicated by compliance with their demand to 
be allowed to return armed to their quarters. The officials assassinated were men 
deeply concerned to placate world opinion and to minimize the ambitious planes 
of the younger group of officers which contemplate further exploitation of China 
without regard to the consequences of the serious clashes on the Manchuquo- 
Mongolian border. It is probable that the division in the Japanese Army may lead 
to domestic strife with the Navy supporting the comparatively moderate policies 
which aroused the ire of the men involved in the assassinations. What may prove 
more likely is larger military control of the government. Russia particularly is 
expectant of this outcome and fears that to preserve the government the Tokio 
authorities will be compelled to embark upon a foreign war with the Soviets as 
the enemy. While there is much bitterness in Japan against the United States, 
based primarily upon our exclusion policy and supporting it our opposition to 
Japanese operations in China, it is believed enough sanity will remain to assure 
avoidance of war with us. The President, and the State, War and Navy Depart- 
ments are watching developments with keenest attention, but nothing has yet ap- 
peared to warrant any expectation that the Japanese Navy would be disposed at 
this time to join in an attack upon the United States. 











Navy Secretaryship—There is considerable speculation in Washington as to the 
appointment of a successor to the late Col. Henry L. Roosevelt as Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy. Several names are mentioned. That heard most frequently is 
James A. Moffett, wealthy oilman and former Federal Housing Administrator. 
Mr. Moffett, a business man of considerable experience, is close to the Administra- 
tion and was given the important task of organizing the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration. When he resigned after getting that project under way there were rumors 
heard that he would be appointed to the Assistant Secretaryship of the Navy. 
Representative Carl Vinson, of Georgia, chairman of the House Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee is also mentioned. Whether he would be willing to give up his important 
congressional post, however, is problematical. Much hinges on Secretary Swanson. 
Not only, would he have a great deal to say as to the selection of his assistant 
but also complicating the picture is the question of his health. He is not yet out 
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of danger, and improvement is certain to be slow. The appointment as Assistap; 
Secretary might be more attractive to possible candidates if they could expect ty 
be Acting Secretary for a time and then possibly step up to be Secretary if Secreta 
Swanson should resign. A man with some experience in naval affairs would hy 
required, it is felt, such as Representative Vinson or some other member of thp 
House Naval Affairs Committee. One of the most interesting stories heard, js 
that Secretary Swanson is planning to resign and that the war-time Secretary og 
the Navy, Josephus Daniels, now Ambassador to Mexico, will take his place 
Friends of his in Washington say that his home in Raleigh, N. C., is being repo.

Navy Private Bills.—One of the criticisms of the present selection law in the Nayy 
and Marine Corps is to the consideration of an officer’s physical condition jy 
deciding as to his relative fitness for promotion. Many officers take the view that 
the question of physical fitness should be left entirely to the board of medica) 
examiners. While there are many others who believe the opposite and hold thy 
physical condition should receive more consideration by the selection board than jt 
does at present, this view is undoubtedly the reason for the number of private bills 
introduced to promote officers who were passed over or believed that they were 
passed over because of some physical defect. The House recently took favorable 
action in a case of this kind, approving a bill to promote Capt. Percy W. Foote 
USN, to the grade of rear admiral for shore duty only.” Evidence was presented to 
the House naval committee which showed that Captain Foote had become slightly 
deaf as the result of certain incidents of service, and there was also evidence, jy 
the form of a letter from Vice Adm. A, J. Hepburn, USN, who declared as a member 
of two selection boards who considered Captain Foote for promotion to rear admiral 
that his “reported defect” was the sole cause of his failure to be selected. Despite 
the recommendation of the Navy Department that the promotion of Captain Foote 
by legislative action would “defeat the purpose underlying the law governing 
promotion by selection,” the House passed the bill. Other legislation of somewhat 
similar nature is before the House Naval Affairs Committee. Representative Gris. 
wold has introduced a bill to promote Col. Hiram L. Bearss, USMC-Ret., to bea 
brigadier general on the retired list. The Navy Department opposes the bill, 
There is another measure to promote Lt. Comdr. Allen H. Guthrie, USN-Ret., to be 
a commander before the House Naval Committee. It too, is opposed by the De 
partment. There are several other bills before the Senate and House Naval Affairs 
Committees which would promote officers who are either on the active list and haye 
been passed over for selection or have since been retired for service ineligibility. 
Some of these measures are based solely on the contention that the selection board 
erred in failing to recommend the officer concerned. They are strenuously opposed by 
the Department. Then there is a group of cases of lieutenants who had made their 
number for advancement to lieutenant commander prior to the passage of the bill 
extending selection downward but were not actually commissioned in the higher 
rank. The Senate Naval Affairs Committee is in favor of promoting these officers, 
and the Department, while reporting adversely, is not strongly opposed to their 
advancement, and is likely not to recommend a veto if the officers are promoted by 
congressional action. 


Fight Ban on Reenlistment Bonus—Continuation of the reenlistment allowance ban, 
as proposed by the Administration, will meet with a stiff fight in the Senate, it 
was indicated this week. Several Senators are interested in eliminating the proviso 
in the Treasury-Postoflice appropriation bill which would extend this outdate 
economy provision for another year. ‘The ARMy AND Navy JourRNAL has called the 
situation to the attention of a number of able friends of the Services, including 
Senator Schwellenbach, Dem. of Washington, Senator J. Hamilton Lewis, Dem. of 
Illinois, and Senator Royal 8S. Copeland, Dem. of New York, who have taken wp 
the fight and hope to either have the provision stricken from the bill in committee 
or on the floor of the Senate. The ArRMy AnD Navy JourNAL has aided those inter- 
ested by furnishing them with data showing the injustice of continuing the non- 
payment of the allowance. 

Supporters of the allowance point out that while the Federal pay cut has been 
repealed, veterans benefits reductions long since restored, and promotions and pay 
increases to Government officers and employees again in force, the lowest salaried 
of those who serve Uncle Sam the non-commissioned officers and privates of the 
Army and Marines and the petty officers and bluejackets of the Navy and Coast 
Guard still suffer from this holdover of the Economy Act. 


Both Secretary of the War Dern and Secretary of the Navy Swanson are 
strongly in favor of restoration of the reenlistment allowance, and included funds 
for its payment next year in their budget estimates. The money, however, Wis 
disallowed by the Bureau of the Budget and so representatives of the War and 
Navy Departments cannot go before committees of Congress recommending that 
the men be given back the allowance. Moreover, they will probably not have 4 
opportunity, for there is no mention of the allowance in the Army and Navy 4p 
propriation bills, and it is possible that the five line provision in the Treasury- 
Post Office bill, applying to all of the armed services may be irrevokably written 
in the bill before Army and Navy officials come before the Senate Appropriations 
Committee. 

The reason for the denial of the allowance by the Budget, it has been said, 
is that under existing economic conditions it is not necessary to pay men to reenlist. 
This view is refuted by General Douglas MacArthur, who in his final report @& 
Chief of Staff of the Army, said: 


“The purpose of reenlistment allowances is to induce men of good character 
and proven ability to remain in the service. With progress in modernization 
directly upon the skill and specialized training of enlisted men the need for mith 
mizing turnover in key positions is more pressing than ever before. Reenlistmett 
allowances should immediately be restored because of their marked influence in 
this respect. The relatively small expense involved will be far out-weighed by the 
beneficial results in higher morale and increased efficiency throughout the Army. 

However, the Bureau of the Budget’s view of the matter is considered a narrow 
one. It does not consider the morale and the welfare of the faithful non-comm!* 
sioned officers who devote their lives to the Service. For years they have count 
on the allowance which the law said they were due every time they signed ™) 
for another trick. They planned on it in their family budget just as they did their 
monthly pay check. It was part of their pay in a general sense. 

Secretary of the Navy Claude A. Swanson takes this broad view of the matter 
in his annual report for the past year. He says: e 

“The reenlistment allowance for enlisted men authorized by law, but which 
has not been appropriated for, is now the only remaining loss to naval personve 
resulting from economy legislation. This situation in effect deprives men in 
service of an allowance upon reenlistment which the law granted at the time they 
enlisted and which men now in the service believe they have a right to e¥ 
It seems only equitable and just that this allowance should be restored.”

House appropriations committee which 
gealt with the deplorable housing situa- 
tion at many Army posts.

The incident afforded a continuous 
sbject of political wrangling in Con- 
gess all week. In addition to the 
charges and counter-charges in the halls 
of Congress, a delegation composed of 
senator Byrnes, Representative Mce- 
Swain, and Representative Blanton, all 
Democrats, called upon Secretary Dern 
Thursday, Feb. 27, for a two hour con- 
ference, and while no statement was 
forthcoming it is understood they en- 
deavored to have the punishment miti- 
gated. 

In & move unprecedented in recent 
years the Department made public the 
text of General Craig’s memorandum to 
secretary Dern containing references to 
General Hagood’s efliciency reports and 
ecerpts from prior reprimands. 

Late in the evening of Feb. 26, the 
War Department issued the following 
release to the press: 

“In view of the attention that has 
een attracted to the recent disciplinary 
ation imposed on Maj. Gen. Johnson 
Hagood, the War Department believes 
it advisable to break its usual rule of 
dlence in this case. Accordingly it is 
waking public the memorandum in 
which the Chief of Staff detailed the 
dreumstances of Major General Ha- 
god’s violation of military discipline 
gether with the Secretary of War’s 
approval of the action taken.

mented very freely on the defects and 
short-comings of oflicers who headed im- 
portant branches during the World War, 
specifically naming them and describing 
their supposed unfitness and incompe- 
tency. The Inspector General described 
the book as containing 
“tactless, ill-advised, and doubtful state- 
ments of fact and opinion” and “unmilitary 
in tone and tenor, and at times intemperate 
in both. If the circulation is extended, it 
will do considerable harm; among the un- 
informed it wil bring ridicule upon the War 
Department; among the informed it will 
bring down ridicule upon the author. Both 
conditions militate against the service.” 
“In the same year, General Hagood’s 


conduct with respect to the relief of 
Col. George F. Baltzell from command 


of the 22nd Infantry resulted in a letter 
from the War Department in which he 
was advised that 

“your failure to conform 
proved methods of command, your faulty 
judgment, hasty action and intemperate 
statements in administering discipline con- 
clusively shown in the investigation of this 
case, indicate that you do not possess the 
qualities of command expected of an officer 
of your high rank.” 

“His personal file discloses a_repri- 
mand, in 1929, in connection with the 
flippant tone used in forwarding a com- 
munication from The Adjutant General 
of South Dakota. Evidently the trait of 
flippancy is too ingrained for reprimand 
or admonition to have much effect.

‘>. General Hagood is an officer of 


high professional and technical attain- 
ment, of brilliant intellect and great 
energy, but he apparently feels that 


these endowments entitle him to express 
himself in a manner that would bring 
condign consequences on others. His re- 
marks before the subcommittee can only 
be characterized as flippant in tone and 
entirely uncalled for and designed to 
bring ridicule and contempt upon civil 
agencies of the Government. They were 
not necessary to the laudable purpose 
which he desired to accomplish and can 
only be denominated as of the ‘wise- 
crack’ political type which every Army 
officer—and most assuredly one of such 
high rank—should sedulously avoid in 
his public utterances. In stating that he 
was instructed by me that he was free 
to answer any question or to make any 
statement which he might choose, com- 
mon sense, of course, should have made 
him understand that political comments 
and criticisms, never proper in an Army 
officer, might not freely be made. Nor 
can the effects of remarks so deliber- 





ately designed to hold up Government 
agencies and policies to ridicule and 
contempt be avoided by a telegram to 
the Chairman of the House Military Af- 
fairs Committee (found in the Con- 
gressional Record for Feb. 13, 1986, at 
page 20837) that the officer is ‘deeply 
shocked at being accused of criticizing 
the President.’ General Hagood either 
intended his remarks in their natural 
satirical sense, or he did not, If he did 
so intend them, the offense was deliber- 
ate; if he did not so intend them, his 
judgment and common sense are sadly 
lacking. 

“6. 1 am strongly of the opinion that 
disciplinary action is called for by these 
remarks. They have excited general 
comment throughout the Army and in 
the civilian press. If permitted to pass 
without comment by the War Depart- 
ment, it would be construed as hardly 
les than tacit approval of the sentiments 
expressed by an authorized spokesman. 
I do not recommend investigation with a 
view to trial by court-martial, but I 
think that the situation is such that ac- 
tion of a nature to serve notice on all 
that the War Department will not toler- 
ate this type of utterance should be 
taken, once and for all. General Hagood 
is over sixty-two years of age and is 
subject to compulsory retirement by the 
President, under Section 1244, Revised 
Statutes. (This was done in the case of 


Maj. Gen. Adelbert Cronkhite.) He 
might also be relieved from command 
and ordered home to await orders. A 


mere reprimand would be no more effec- 
tive than it has been in the past. 

“I, therefore, recommend, in the inter- 
est of the service, that General Hagood 
be relieved from his present station and 
duties, and ordered to his home to await 
further orders.

It is the opinion of military au 
thorities in a position to know, that such 
projects generally are of very great value, 
and that the use of relief labor on projects 
sponsored by the various branches of the 
Army represents as good an investment of 
public funds as could be made under the 
provisions of the Emergency Rellef Appro- 
priation Act.’” 

The first reaction came Monday on the 
floor of the House from Representative 
Thomas L. Blanton, Texas Democrat and 
member of the subcommittee on Army 
appropriations, who placed the responsi- 
bility on Assistant Secretary Woodring. 
The next day Senator Hastings, Dela- 
ware Republican, lead a heated discus- 
sion in the Senate, which was entirely 
political in its complexion, Hastings at- 
tacking the action and Senator Robin- 
son, Democratic leader, opposing him. 

Excerpts from the discussion in the 
House, Feb. 24, follow: 

Representative Blanton, (Dem., Tex.) : 

“T do want to mention one of the most 
damnable outrages ever connected with 
this Government that today was perpe- 
trated by the War Department on one 





of the greatest major generals who ever 
served the United States Army. Prior 
to our committee holding any hearings 
on the War Department bill, I wrote 
Mr. Secretary Dern and called attention 
to the restrictions that are usually put 
about Army officers to prevent them giv- 
ing their own opinion of matters about 
which the committee interrogates them. 
I called attention to the fact that our 
committee had asked the War Depart- 
ment to bring before it Gen. Hugh Drum, 
in command of Hawaii; Gen. Paul D. 
Malone, commanding the Ninth Corps 
Area, from the Presidio of California; 
Gen. Lyman Brown, in command at 
Panama; Gen. Johnson Hagood, the able 
commander of the Eighth Corps Area at 
Fort Sam Houston; and other high offi- 
cers; and, in effect, I said, ‘If you are 
going to prevent these men giving us 
their honest opinions, I am not going 
to waste my time fooling around with 
any hearings. We want to be able to 
ask them questions and we want them 
to give us their conscientious opinions in 
frank answers. What are you going to 
do about it? 

“IT have a letter in my office right now 
from Gen. Malin Craig, Chief of Staff 
of the United States Army, advising that 
my letter to Secretary Dern had been 
referred to him for reply and stating 
that they had withdrawn all restrictions 
from these high Army oflicers; and he 
said he had issued an order to them that 
they could give us their frank answers, 
their frank opinions, and their frank 
judgment on any matters that came up 
in committee. 

“Mr. Chairman, I want to say to Gen. 
Malin Craig, Chief of Staff; I want to 
say to Secretary Dern; and I want to 
say to Harry Woodring, Assistant Secre- 
tary of War, that they cannot get away 
with this outrage. I know they have 
General Hagood where he cannot say a 
word, but I am here to say a word for 
him. They have started a scrap that is 
going to last, so help me God, if He 
will let me live long enough, until I 
see they do not put this over without 
punishment to themselves.” 

Representative Wadsworth, (Rep., 
N. Y.) “Does the gentleman suspect that 
this order comes from a higher author- 
ity?” 

Mr. Blanton. “The gentleman has been 
in public life too long not to know just 
how the Chief of Staff handles his puni- 
tive orders. Sometimes when the Chief 
of Staff pulls off these stunts, no higher 
up even knows about it. But they are 
going to know about it. I am going to 
bring the facts to the attention of the 
President. 

“I will say to the gentleman from New 
York that in my representative capacity 
I will back up 100 per cent every word 
that Johnson Hagood said in that hear- 
ing. His sentiments, then expressed, are 
my sentiments. It is my opinion. This 
waste of public money by scores of offi- 
cials not loyal to the President must 
stop. All of my constituents want this 
waste stopped. Who will deny that all 
this money which was spent here in 
Washington shaking rocks in tin cans 
to scare the starlings from one building 
to another was not stage money? We all 
know it was. Who ever heard of putting 
balloons up in trees to scare the birds 
from one tree to another: It cost thou- 
sands of dollars here in Washington to 
do that. The administration does not 
stand for it. It stopped it when we 
brought it to the attention of the Presi- 
dent. It is the foolish, wasteful spending 
of the underlings who are causing criti- 
cisms to be heaped upon our great Presi- 
dent and our administration.” 

Mr. Rich. “I congratulate the gentle- 
man on defending these Army officers 
because as a rule they are afraid to 
come up and say anything in these hear- 


ings. When they do say something they 
get the devil for it, and I think the 


gentleman is quite right in standing up 
here on the floor and defending them.” 


Mr. Blanton. “Mr. Chairman, I want 
Secretary George Henry Dern, Gen. 
Malin Craig, and Harry Woodring to 


know this, that they ought to be im- 
peached for this and put out of office, 
and that comes from a loyal Democrat 
who has faithfully supported his party

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for his entire lifetime. Ninety-five per 
cent of the people of my district would 
express exactly the same opinion that 
Gen. Johnson Hagood did. Ninty-five per 
cent of the Democrats of my State will 
back up 100 per cent every word that 
General Hagood said at those hearings. 

“Harry Woodring is the man who has 
attempted to spank a great major gen- 
eral, one of the ablest, one of the most 
efficient, and one of the most courageous 
major generals we have in the United 
States Army. It is outrageous. It is 
damnable. If they get away with that, 
Congress might just as well quit and ad- 
journ. We might just as well adjourn 
Congress. We might just as well turn 
the Treasury over to the War Depart- 
ment and say, “lake it. We have taken 
the front door off the hinges. V’ut your 
long arms in and get all you want.’ We 
might just as well do all that if we can- 
not get frank expressions from the high 
Army oflicers of this Nation. 

“Talk about ability? Johnson Hagood 
has more ability in his little fingernail 
than Harry Woodring will have in his 
whole system when he dies. 

“Mr. Chairman, let me tell you what 
is the matter with Harry Woodring. Get 
the hearings, and they will substantiate 
what I say. When he appeared before 
our committee I got after him for not 
punishing Major Hoffman for selling out 
to a parachute company. 

“Mr. Chairman, | asked Harry Wood- 
ring why he had not taken action against 
Major Hoffman. This major had the last 
say so as far as buying parachutes for 
the Army Air Service was concerned, 
This Major Hoffman helped organize ¢ 
parachute company, in return for which 
the parachute company gave him $23,000 





in shares of the company. He was the 
man who let the contracts for para- 
chutes. The Triangle Parachute Co. ad- 
vertised him all over the land as being 
their servant. They advertised all over 
the country how he was in their com- 
pany. They stated our War Department 
had spent thousands of dollars perfect- 
ing their parachutes. They sold stock 
all over the country by holding up the 
name of Major Hoffman in the United 
States Army as their stock in trade. 

“Mr. Chairman, I brought this matter 
to the attention of Mr. Woodring three 
years ago. He sat there and did nothing 
about the matter. My committee burned 
him up recently when he came before us 
for his inaction. He did not like it and, 
hecause foresooth Johnson Hagood is 
down in my State with the respect and 
confidence of every Texan down there, 
he thought he would take a backhanded 
slap at General Hagood because he is in 
command at Fort Sam Houston. Harry 
Woodring, you are not going to get away 
with it! You have started something 
that you are not going to carry through, 
because I am going to give you the scrap 
of your life. 

“Mr, Chairman, may I say that if we 
Democrats let General Craig and Wood- 
ring get away with this, it will cost the 
Democratic Party a million votes in No- 
vember as sure as we live.

Senate Debate 

Excerpts from the debate in the Sen- 
ate Feb. 25 follow: 

Senator HASTINGS (Rep.-Dela.). As 
I watch the progress of the Nation and 
this administration’s direction of it I 
am more impressed every day that the 
charge frequently made that the pres- 
ent President of the United States is 
endeavoring to create a dictatorship is 
not so improbable as many persons be- 
lieve.

be recalled that when a similar resolu- 
tion was introduced in the House for 


the purpose of investigating the action 
of the Navy in withdrawing the Marine 
Band from the Women's Patriotic Con- 
ference it was referred to the House 
Naval Affairs committee, which merely 
asked the Department for a report, 
which report was submitted by the late 
Colonel Roosevelt explaining the circum- 
stances. The committee then reported 
the resolution back to the House with a 
recommendation that it not be adopted 
inasmuch as the information sought 
under it already had been furnished by 
the department in Colonel Roosevelt’s 
letter. It is not at all unlikely that the 
same steps will be taken by Senator 
Sheppard’s committee. 

On the same date, Feb. 26, the con- 
troversy continued to occupy the atten- 





tion of the House of Representatives. 
the discussion proceeding as follows: 

Representative FADDIS (Dem.-Pa,). 
“Mr. Speaker, from the storm of criti. 
cism that recent alleged disciplinary ge. 
tion against Gen. Johnson Hagood has 
aroused, the public might be led to be. 
lieve that disciplinary action has never 
been resorted to before in the history 
of this Nation. May I call the attention 
of the Members of the House and of the 
American public, as well as the news. 
pupers of this Nation, to the fact that 
many many times during the history of 
this Nation the President of the United 
States has, under the authority vesteg 
in him by the Constitution as Com. 
mander in Chief of the Army and Navy, 
felt it necessary to inflict disciplinary 
action upon various high-ranking officers 
of both the Army and Navy because hy 
their statements they have produced im. 
pressions which were inimical to the 
discipline of our armed forces. 

“We recognize, of course, that it is 
highly necessary that the higher-ranking 
officers of the Army and Navy shall be 
allowed to testify before committees of 
either the House or the Senate. Whey 
they are summoned to appear in this 
capacity we desire them as witnesses 
because in their field we believe them 
to be competent. | have examined very 


carefully the testimony which Gen. 
Johnson Hagood gave before the Sub- 


committee on Appropriations, and I find 
that for the most part his testimony is 
in line with that which the committee 
wished to secure from him, But most 
certainly in some places he used as a 
license the permission which — was 
granted to him when he appeared before 
that committee, and in order to show 
you that he himself understood why he 
Was appearing may I read some excerpts 
from his own statement.

Legislation was introduced in Congress 
his week to authorize the promotion of 
i] officers of the Navy and Marine 
corps Who had become eligible for pro- 
gotion to lieutenant commander and 
jutenant in the Navy and equivalent 
ank in the Marine Corps under the old 
eplority system, but were not actually 
oumissioned when selection went into 
effect. 

Under a decision of the Navy Depart- 
yent, Such officers were made to stand 
vlection and many of them remain in 
the lower rank either on the active or 
the retired list. Private bills to promote 
,; number of these officers have been 


produced and two of the measures 
ve been favorably reported by the 
spate Naval Affairs Committee and 


pssed by the Senate. In voting on the 
yeasures, the Committee decided that 
, general bill should be presented to 
yomote all officers involved, and asked 
te Navy Department to draft a bill to 
this effect. 

Senator Byrd introduced the measure 
(8, 40228) which was prepared by the 
(fice of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Navy. It requires the officers affected 
pass promotion examinations, those 
filing mentally or physically to be re- 
tied in the higher grade. Officers since 
retired on account of mental or physical 
disability will receive the higher pay 
md rank. All officers advanced on the 
tive list will take the place they would 
ave had if promoted by seniority, and 
will be extra numbers in grade in that 
made only. The fact that the bill was 
drafted at the Navy Department does 
wt imply that it has the approval of 
the Department. Indeed, the individual 
ils all received adverse reports, How- 
wer, it is known that the Department 
snot strongly opposed to the legislation 
wd may interpose no serious objection 
0 its passage.

forces of this Nation are concerned, that 
the majority of the Members on both 
sides of the aisle make every attempt 
to keep them out of politics, regardless 
of the politics of the administration in 
power. Discipline is discipline, regard- 
less of politics, and it is the difference 

between an army and a mob. 

“Mr. Speaker, the action of the 
President of the United States in this 
matter, if taken for disciplinary pur- 
poses, has been taken in order that he 
may insure, as far as he can do so, 
that the traditions of this Nation insofar 
as the military power being subordinate 
to the civil power is concerned, shall 
be maintained. I do not believe that 
anyone well acquainted with the disci- 
pline of our armed forces can dispute 
for one moment but what such action 
is absolutely in accord with the tradi- 
tional spirit of our armed forces. If 
further defense of this matter should be- 
come necessary, no doubt facts can be 
produced which will dispel very ef- 
fectively any lingering doubts of the 
justice of the action.” 

Representative PARKS (Dem.-Ark.). 
“In view of some things that were said 
over the radio last night with reference 
to this matter of General Hagood, who 
is a warm, personal friend of mine, I 
ask unanimous consent that I may print 
here some correspondence that occurred 
between the committee and General Ha- 
good. 

“Mr. Speaker, last night over the radio 
a statement was made that General Ha- 
good had not been given an opportunity 
to revise his remarks before the War 
Department subcommittee. That state- 
ment is erroneous, and I ask unanimous 
consent that I may insert in the Record 
a statement of my own concerning the 
matter, together with correspondence 
with General Hagood on the entire sub- 
ject. 

“Mr. Speaker, I was prompted to ask 
for this time by reason of a statement 
made over the radio last night to the 
effect that General Hagood had not been 
permitted to revise his testimony. That 
statement is entirely erroneous. It is 
the invariable rule of the Committee on 
Appropriations to give witnesses an 
opportunity to revise their testimony. 

“On December 21, 1935, John Pugh, 
the secretary to my subcommittee, ad- 
dressed the following letter to General 
Hagood: 

Dear General: I am forwarding herewith 
transcript of your testimony of December 17. 

If you get it back here by the 10th of 
January it will be all right. 

Of course, you know you are at liberty to 
delete any portion which you feel it would 
not be proper to publish. 

If deletion should take out any question 
or if modification of a statement or answer 
should make desirable or necessary the 
modification of a question, please call at- 
tention thereto when you return the testi- 
mony. 

Please note the inserted question on page 
127 (a). 

With all good wishes to you and yours,

“Pursuant to that letter, General Ha- 
good wrote to Pugh under date of 
December 30, 1985, as follows: 

My Dear Mr. Pugh: (1) I am returning, 
under separate cover, by registered mail, my 
recent hearing before your subcommittee. I 
hope you will find it satisfactory. I have 
had no occasion to change any of the ques- 
tions. 

2. I would like very much to have about 
a dozen copies of my own hearing when it 
is printed. Perhaps when the Printer sets 
it up he would be willing to set out that 
number of copies to be rouglly fastened 
together separately and not included in the 
general binder with the rest of the hearings. 

With best regards to yourself and my 
other friends on the committee, 

Yours very sincerely, 

“Now, it is only fair to say that after 
the hearings had been printed and bound. 
but before their release, General Hagood 
did communicate with me by letter, tele- 
gram, and a personal call about with- 
holding a portion or all of his testimony. 
Had the request been made before the 
hearings had been printed, I should 
have been only too glad to have complied. 
Having been printed, it was finally 
agreed between the general and myself 
to let it go out as printed”

“On October 5, 1935, following my re- 
turn to my home in Arkansas, I wrote 
a letter to General Hagood and another 
one to General Conley, the then Acting 
Adjutant General of the Army, as 


follows: 
To General Conley: 
First Lt. Johnson Hagood, jr., United 


States Army, was detailed to and did ac- 
company my subcommittee on its recent in- 
spection of military establishments and ac- 
tivities in Texas. His knowledge, poise, 
and tact were positively amazing. He dis- 
charged his responsibilities with the ease one 
would look for in an officer much superior 
in rank. 

I wish the Department to know that Lieu- 
tenant Hagood made a most favorable im- 
pression upon every member of my party. 
The Army may well be proud of him, and 
I know I voice the sentiments of all of my 
colleagues. 

Mr. Parks then introduced into the 
record copies of correspondence with 
General Hagood and the War Depart- 
ment which led up to the General’s tes- 
timony. 

Later in the day the discussion con- 
tinued as follows: 

Representative Blanton : 

“With the permission of the House, I 
want to read you two letters that will 
demonstrate the bad faith of the Army, 
and of Gen Malin Craig, Chief of Staff: 

Abilene, Tex., December 7, 1935. 
Hon. George Henry Dern, 
Secretary of War, Washington, D. C. 

My Dear Mr. Secretary: Our committee, 
which frames the Army supply bill, during 
our hearings, to begin on December 16, will 
have before us as witnesses General Brown, 
General Drum, General Malone, General Ha- 
good, and other prominent officers of the 
Army. 

From long experience, I understand what 
restrictions are usually placed by the De- 
partment on Army officers when they testify 
before a congressional committee, which once 
in a while greatly handicaps the committee 
in getting first-hand information about mat- 
ters with which they are vitally concerned. 

With regard to the above-mentioned four 
distinguished major generals, our committee 
will want to feel free to ask them questions 
that will elicit full, free, and frank answers, 
unrestrained and uncontrolled by any re- 
strictions that anyone in your Department 
could place upon them, and I desire to re- 
quest of you that no such restrictions are 
placed upon them. If a member of a con- 
gressional committee can’t ask a_  distin- 
guished major general in our Army a ques- 
tion and have the benefit of that officer's 
frank answer, based upon his judgment and 
experience, then there is something vitally 
wrong with our set-up. 

Please write me at my Washington office 
whether my request will be granted.

My Dear Mr. Blanton: Your letter of De- 
cember 7 addressed to the Secretary of War, 
Mr. Dern, has been referred to me for re- 
ply, as Mr. Dern has not yet returned from 
the Philippines. 

The officers mentioned by you, who are to 
appear before you as witnesses, will be in- 
troduced by me in person that they are to 
answer you freely, fully, and frankly, and 
that there are no_ restrictions whatever 
placed upon their appearance before your 
committee by the War Department.

Naval Appropriation Hearings 

Hearings on the Naval appropriation 
bill for 1987 will continue through next 
week, it was said yesterday, probably 
delaying presentation of the measure 
ahout a week. 

It has been planned to finish the hear- 
ings on the bill today, but the death of 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Henry 
L. Roosevelt caused a suspension of 
several of the hearings and the schedule 
was revised to carry on through next 
week. A report to the House is not 
expected before the third week in March. 








Establish FMF Air Base 


Two Marine Corps aviation bases, one 
garrisoned and the other an auxiliary 
field are being established in the Virgin 
Islands as outlying stations of the Fleet 
Marine Force. 

One of the stations is already in ex- 
istence and was used as an operating 
base during the landing force maneuvers 
just concluded at Culebra by the Fleet 
Marine Force in conjunction with the 
Special Service Squadron and_ the 
Training Squadron. Although estab- 
lished two months ago, the fact was not 
announced and kept as quiet as possible. 





This was possible because of the jp. 
pending maneuvers at Culebra and th 
fact that the Navy Department had. gp. 
nounced months ago that it was improy. 
ing aviation facilities in the Islands fo 
occasional operations, such as the lang. 
ing force problem held this month, 

With the publication this week of ap 
executive order, transferring land from 
the Interior Department to the Navy, 
however, it came out that a permanent 
base will be maintained at St. Thomas 
and that another base will be built a 
St. Croix. At St. Thomas there will be 
built a hangar, barracks, water system, 
runways for land planes, and a ramp 
for sea planes. Somewhat less is planned 
for St. Croix, which however will have 
a larger flying field. 

With the vast improvement in aviation 
in the past few years, the bases are ey. 
pected to assume an importance strategi. 
cally which the naval station maintained 
in the Virgin Islands until five or siy 
years ago, did not possess. In these days 
of long range airplanes, they command 
the entrance to the Panama Canal jp 
a way not possible a few years back, 

The maneuvers held around Culebra 
during the past month are considered 
the most successful ever conducted by 
the Marine Corps. Marine officers are 
elated not only over the results from 
the war games, and it is said that more 
was learned from them than from any 
previous problem, but also from the 
praise of the Fleet Marine Force re. 
ceived from the two flag officers of the 
Navy who were present. Both Rear Adm. 
Hayne Ellis, USN, Commander of the 
Training Squadron, and Rear Adm 
George J. Meyers, USN, Commander of 
the Special Service Squadron, urged in- 
creases in personnel and equipment for 
the Force. 

“Services of First Marine Brigade in 
exercises just completed highly satisfae- 
tory and efficiently performed,” Admiral 
Ellis said in a dispatch to General Me- 
Dougal. “My congratulations to you on 
their splendid work. Regret brigade was 
understrength. One more regiment would 
give it greater fire power and greater 
effectiveness for its duty. I have had 
nothing but the most pleasant associa- 
tions with FMF and it will always be 
a cherished memory of mine to have been 
in such close touch with such a fine 
body of men. Their uniform courtesy and 
kindness to me have touched me very 
much. A pleasant trip home.” 

“Exercises of men interesting and in- 
structive,” Admiral Meyers declared in 
a dispatch to Colonel Meade. “We must 
keep up the fight for proper FMF equip- 
ment and in this the Fleet’s interest and 
support must be aroused. You can count 
on me as being for you first, last and 
always. AU REVOITIR.” 

Participating in the maneuvers were 
151 officers and 2,100 men of the Ist 
Brigade of the Fleet Marine Force from 
Quantico, Va. While that part of the 
Force based at San Diego were not it- 
volved, the Force Commander, Brig.

Eliminate Artificial Attrition— 
Rditor, ARmy AND Navy JouRNAL: 

l. I have the following suggestions to 
make : 

(a) Discontinue selection for all ranks 
except that of Captain to Admiral. Rea- 
#n: Present selection method does not 
wercome existing inequalities in pay- 
Promotion, nor does it provide a satis- 
factory method of forced attrition with- 
out serious impairment of morale for the 


majority. Forced attrition, while ad- 
mittedly necessary, should affect only a 
ninority, 


; (b) Institute a rigid system of physi- 
“al examination, similar to that now in 
use by the Army, with immediate retire- 
ment for physical disability of all offi- 
‘ers who fail to meet requirements. Rea- 
pe would aid existing stagnation 
¥ eliminating officers who already face 
reali future retirement, or failure of 
qaien, for physical defects. 

al Immediate retirement of all offi- 

of age greater than for: 

Lieutenants, 40 years. 

Lieutenant Commanders, 45 years. 





Commanders, 50 years. 
Captains, 55 years. 
Admirals, 60 years. 

Retirement pay to be, as at present, 
2%%% of base pay for each year's service 
up to 30 years. Reason: To reduce the 
average age of the entire officers list, 
and to eliminate officers, who, because 
of their age, have less than average to 
anticipate in the way of future naval 
eareer. The above sliding scale of maxi- 
mum ages is suggested, primarily, as a 


means of overcoming the existing stag- | 


nation. It is hoped that officers of future 
classes will be promoted long 
reaching the listed maximum ages. It is 
to be noted that the retirement of the 
small group of officers affected by the 
above suggestion will improve the pro- 
motion situation of the great majority 
of officers, while at the same time the 
retired pay of practically all officers in 
that small group will be sufficient to 
avoid menacing their security. Menace 
of security is the most serious defect of 
the present method of selection. 

(d) Institute a system of selection 
out, plucking, or Class B,—officers re- 
ceiving unsatisfactory fitness reports to 
be required to show evidence why they 
should be continued in service before 
expiration of an arbitrary period, or re- 
tired. Reason: This will eliminate the 
“dead-wood” minority more satisfac- 
torily than the present method of selec- 
tion, without subjecting the entire officer 
personnel to exposure to the defects of 
the present method. Furthermore, the 
minority thus affected will not have to 
spend an indefinite period of anxiety 
while waiting for the decisive action. 

2. The most serious inequalities in 
pay, as further exaggerated by the pres- 
ent method of selection, are: 

(a) All classes subsequent to the class 
of 1916 do not count midshipman service 
for pay purposes. 

(b) All non-academy officers do count 
enlisted service for pay purposes. 

Thus, the class of 1916 is the last 
class to reach the 23-year pay period 
before facing enforced retirement of 
many of its members. The only officers 
junior to the class of 1916, who may 
hope to retire in the 23-year (or above) 
pay grade, if not selected, are non-acad- 


emy officers. Similarly, in the case of 
enforced retirement from the ranks of 
Lieutenant and _ Lieutenant (junior 


grade), the failure to count midshipman 
service for pay purposes will invariably 
make a difference in the pay period of 
the retiring officer, with corresponding 
increase in his lack of security. 

3. In view of the inequalities in active 
and retired pay of officers, as outlined 
in paragraph 2, it is better that the 
minority group now favored by these in- 
equalities should bear a higher propor- 
tion of the brunt of enforced attrition 
than they do under existing law. It 
is believed that the suggestions con- 
tained in paragraph 1, will assist in 
accomplishing this, for the benefit of the 
majority of officers and therefore for the 
benefit of the service as a whole.

launched throughout the world in 1935, 
as compared with 1934, is shown by a 
statement just issued by Lloyd’s Regis- 
ter of Shipping, covering all vessels of 
100 gross tons each and upwards for all 
countries except Russia, for which re- 
turns have not been available for some 
time. 

The aggregate of 1,302,080 tons 
launched during 1935 was 335,000 tons 
in excess of the figure for 1934, and the 
highest recorded since 1931, when the 
total was 1,617,000 tons. The 1935 aggre- 
gate, however, is over two million tons 
less than in the last pre-war year, 1913. 

Only two of the ten leading maritime 
countries of the world failed to show an 
increase over the 1934 figure. These were 
Japan and Italy. Their declines were 
slight, however, that for Japan being 
only 6,500 tons, and for Italy about 4,000 
tons. On the other hand, Germany 
launched more than three times as much 
tonnage as she did in 1984. France two 
and a half times, and Sweden and Den- 
mark about twice as much. For Great 
Britain and Ireland, however, the gain 
was only slightly in excess of ten per 
cent. There were somewhat larger pro- 
portional gains for Holland and Nor- 
way; while the United States showed an 
increase of about one-third. Great 
Britain and Ireland, Germany, Japan, 
Denmark and Sweden were the only 
ones to launch over 100,000 tons.
